CONTRACT FOR STADIUM IS GIVEN 



<)n Saturday, Ma) I, the executive committee met and selected tlic bid of 
Louis des logncts and ( oinp.«n> for tin- construction of part of the stadium 
this year. UN M of the des Cognets Compam was approved and recom- 
mended by the Mumni Stadium Committee ol Fngincet - alter a tabulation of 
all hids received on April 30. 

Two of the hids received lor the erection of eight sections were almost 
the same. The Clarke. Stewart and Wood Company submitted a bid of 
$14">.f>50 for the construction of eight sections and Louis des Cognets and Com- 
pany's bid for the same number of sections was $148.«»20. making des Cognets 
the low bidder in this case by $7.U). A third hid from the Turner Construc- 
tion Company was for $204, ,W4. 

The funds in the hands of the MMN| committee now are not sufficient 
to build the eight sections this year and bids were also submitted for the erec- 
tion of five sections with the option of another if aranged before a certain date. 

For the erection of five sections Louis des Cognets and Company offered 
to do the work for $100,000 and to build the sixth section if desired for $lo,- 
520. The company offered to assist in financing this section by carrying suit- 
able collateral paper for a period of one, two and three years, and to contribute 
$1,000 towards the financing of this section. The offer includes cast iron seat 
supports for the section named and gives the Kxecutive Committee until Aug- 
ust 1 to decide whether the last section will he built this year. 

Clarke. Stewart and Wood agreed to build the same five sections for $'*«.- 
410 and to add the sixth section on the north side for the additional sum of 
$17,240 with collateral paper for one, two and three years. 

After tabulating the two bids which were lowest the Stadium Committee 
recommended that the Kxecutive Committee accept the bid of Louis des Cog- 
nets and Company for the construction of five sections with the cast iron seat 
supports, the work to be completed by October 1 and with the option of con- 
tracting fo rthe last section by August 1. 

J. I. Lyle. chairman of the building committee, agreed over long distance tel- 
ephone to the recommendation of the rest of the committee and added that des 
Cognets be requested to put Maury Crutcher in charge of the work, which will 
be done. 

Crutcher is a graduate of the class of '17 and a former captain of the YYild-

PLAY, THE MERRY GAME

ed in "The Mrry lianir," an adaptation 
of "Liebelei." wliich will he presented 
at the Romany Theatre the week of 
May 12. The addre* w,is open to the 
puhlie. 

Professor I'arqnhar »e; forth the 
necessity of knowing a play before ^ee 
in« it. He expressed the belief that 
every man MM StlSMtM in the place of 
every other man in th eWorld. The 
chief business of lire i- self-realiza- 
tion, which can M attained only thru 
the mind. To really appreciate a p'ay, 
one must know a I about it and thus 
relieve the mind of trivalities. The op 
portunity to do this is afforded by the 
little theatre. 

Schnitzler wrote this play thirty- 
years ago. It shows the advancement 
of huropean drama over America in 
delicacy. Professor Kanmhar stated: 
"This play is not a drama: it is a 
poem." He explained that dramatic 
art is so developed that an author doe 
not seek literary finish but leaves that 
problem to the actor. Schnitzler has 
exercised wonderful restraint and 
ability in what he has left out. 

The speaker „ presented a brief out- 
line of the play an ddetailed the prin- 
ciples it sets forth. All the charac- 
ters except one are living on the prin- 
ciple of incongruities. To those who 
think life is a comedy: to those who 
feel, life is a tragedy. Christine, the 
character of chief interest in the play, 
feels deeply. The others do not feel; 
feeling has been ruld out of society, 
but in so doing, people hav erun con- 
trary to nature and are, therefore, in- 
congruous. 

All the characters center about 
Christine, who represents the princi- 
ple of sincerity. The play ends in an 
exquisite way. It sets forth a bitter 
sweetness, which is always the high- 
est beauty. " The bitterness will make 
the audience ache and the play will 
have a power which will flash back a 
principle which is neded in American 
life — the principle of sincerity."
